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To  The  Chairman. and  Members  of 

Horncastle  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

There  are  certain  changes  in  the  format  of  the  Vital  Statistics 
which  make  them  more  easily  understood.  In  particular,  the  ratio 
given  between  the  locally  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  and  the  national 
figures.  It  is  evident  that  the  death  rate  is  substantially  lower 
than  was  to  be  expected.  With  the  small  numbers  involved  this  might 
be  thought  to  be  random  variation,  but  it  has  persisted  for  some  years 
and  so  must  be  regarded  as  real.  Births  are  in  keeping  with  recent 
years  but  there  has  been  no  drop  in  the  preportion  born  outside 
marriage.  The  reasons  for  this  may  be  more  significant  than  the 
numbers  for  public  attitudes  are  changing  and  there  is  less  need 
to  marry  in  haste  or  to  vanish  from  the  district.  I do  not  think 
the  10%  recorded  as  illegitimate  is  out  of  the  ordinary  but  it 
could  be  that  we  publish  it  too  much.  It  is  not  yet  clear  how 
many  of  these  pregnancies  were  entirely  accidental,  through  failure 
of  c on t r a c ep t i ve  method  or  how  many  were  due  to  absence  of  any 
recognised  method.  Nor  is  it  clear  whether  all  or  a substantial 
part  were  born  to  parents  who  grew  up  in  Horncastle  or  were  in 
some  cases,  the  basis  for  divorce  and  vanishing  to  Horncastle 
rather  than  from  it.  This  information  might  be  elicited*  and  be 
useful  socialogically. 

For  the  rest,  Horncastle  has  remained  remarkably  free  of 
notifiable  infectious  disease  and  the  Council's  policy  of  building 
for  the  elderly  should  do  much  to  keep  the  older  citizens  happy, 
healthy  and  hopeful.  It  is  important  that  s imply,  comfortable 
accommodation  be  occupied  relatively  early  in  "old  age'*  before  the 
mind  becomes  too  rigid  to  accexjt  the  changes  from  the  old  home. 
Unfortunately,  many  old  folk  become  so  very  inflexible  that  before 
they  are  rehoused,  or  too  soon  afterwards,  they  become  incapable 
of  deriving  maximum  benefit. 

To  rehouse  the  '"young  elderly"  as  opposed  to  those  in  most 
apparent  immediate  need  would  need  a Very  radical  approach  and  might 
only  be  possible  if  the  number  of  purpose-built  dwellings  approached 
saturation  of  the  need.  Only  then  will  the  tenants  derive  the 
maximum  benefit  from  specialized  homes. 

It  is  pleasant  to  see,  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  actual 
erection  of  a new  public  library  and  a new  Health  Centre.  The  new 
buildings  mil,  unless  the  internal  relief  road  is  built,  be 
better  sited  for  quiet  and  efficient  work  than  the  buildings  they 
replace. 

There  is  also  some  suggestion  that  a degree  of  industrial 
development  may  be  beginning.  This  is  most  desirable,  for  Horncastle 
can  only  flourish  if  industry  does  so.  The  only  sector  in  which  progress 
is  still  lacking  is  the  replacement  of  the  antiquated  and  congested 
infant  school.  No  doubt,  when  this  eventually  does  take  place,  it 
will  coincide  with  the  closure  of  one  or  more  of  the  small  village 
schools. 
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This  always  causes  anxiety  to  the  parents  concerned  "but  may  perhaps 
offer  the  children  better  facilities,  including,  in  some  cases, 
positive  benefit  from  being  away  from  home  all  day.  There  are 
disadvantages,  of  course,  in  a child  being  at  school  all  day  - the 
more  hesitant  parent,  having  a child  slightly  below  par  will  keep 
him  at  home  rather  than  let  him  become  a nuisance  at  school,  but 
it  does  tend  to  increase  absenteeism. 

It  is  interesting  to  see  where  we  have  come,  in  Horncastle 
in  the  last  twenty  years.  Mien  I took  office,  there  was  a new 
Junior  school,  and  a split  secondary  school  migrating  between 
Mareham  Road  and  Cagthorpe,  There  was  virtually  no  housing 
designed  for  the  elderly,  the  single,  or  the  smaller  family. 

There  was  a considerable  mass  of  old,  substandard  housing  near  the 
town  centre,  much  of  which  has  since  been  improved.  Sewage  disposal 
was  then,  and  until  recently,  a tribute  to  19th  century  foresight 
and  engineering  skill  rather  than  anything  befitting  the  mid 
twentieth  century.  Then,  too,  the  other  classical  victoriana  - 
the  canal  graving  dock  - was  still  recognisable  as  such,  rather 
than  the  attractive,  hygienic  swimming  and  paddling  place  it 
has  since  been  made.  The  thought  of  acres  of  playing  fields  was 
then  only  a dream,  and  in  only  a few  minds  at  that.  Perhaps,  too, 
the  dream  of  a f ew  of  us  that  one  day  the  pleasant  surroundings  and 
availability  of  labour  will  attract  more  industry  to  the  town,  will 
also  come  true. 

I mentioned  last  year  the  changes  in  the  system  of  school 
medical  inspections;  the  first  year  was  bound  to  cause  some 
difficulty.  So  much  paper  is  distributed  and  so  little  is  read  that 
when  a change  takes  place,  it  takes  time  to  become  accepted. 

In  this  instance,  it  will  be  some  while  before  teachers  and 
parents  fully  realize  their  responsibility  for  bringing  forward  all 
children  in  the  selected  age-groups  who  are  in  any  way  causing  even 
slight  concern.  The  employment  of  ancillary  workers  to  test  sight 
and  hearing,  and  the  Child  Guidance  Service  with  direct  access  are 
all  having  an  impact  on  the  nature  and  interest  of  School  Medicals. 
The  Service,  already  depleted  of  man  power  will  suffer  further  and, 
indeed,  with  Seebohm  and  Maud  may  well  disappear.  The  changes 
proposed  by  these  Committees  are  so  profound  that  their  full  impact 
is  hard  to  appreciate. 

A basic  principle  would  seem  to  be  that,  since  the  population 
will  be  the  same,  needing  the  same  services,  they  will  have  to  be 
provided  and  it  will  matter  little  either  to  the  ratepayers  or  the 
employees  providing  the  services  on  the  ground,  who  the  authority 
is,  provided  always  that  it  is  man  enough  for  the  job  and  that  it  is 
sensitive  enough  to  local  opinion.  Experience  so  far  does  not 
support  this  and  there  is  evidence  that  authorities  can  readily 
become  so  large  as  to  be  unapproachable  and  irresponsive. 
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Then  the  purpose  for  which  Local  Government  was  conceived  has  "been 
frustrated.

Preventive  Measures 

The  information  recorded  about  the  extent  of  various 
prophylaxes  during  the  past  few  years  is  no  longer  available, since 
the  County  Council  no  longer  feel  the  work  of  extracting  the 
information  for  districts  is  worth  while.  This  is  regrettable 
and  may  eventually  give  cause  for  more  serious  regret. 
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The  hygiene  of  snack  "bars  tends  always  to  five  some 
concern,  since  the  nature  of  the  trade  involves  haste. 

This  is  a general  difficulty,  not  particular  to 
Homcastle,  and  the  supplying  trades  have  gone  a long  way  to 
assisting  by  providing  disposables  and  "instant  everything". 

So  far  so  good,  but  in  the  sales  literature  of  these  firms  it  is 
hard  to  discern  hard  fact  from  the  near -fact  which  is  the 
advertisers'  stock-in-trade.  Sales  resistance  builds  up  and  the 
result  is  that  genuine  advances  are  often  rejected  with  the 
gimmicks.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  new  works  'was  delayed  by  bad  weather  and  finally  became 
operational  in  June  1969.  The  old  works  in  tank  lane  -were  then 
pumped  out  and  the  iron  work  seen  to  be  in  a state  of  structural 
collapse.  After  about  a century  of  service  with  practically  no 
chance  of  maintenance  they  have  been  a tribute  alike  to  the  Council 
of  the  day  which  provided  them,  and  to  the  engineers  who  built  them. 
The  deep  tank  structure  in  engineering  brick  looked  as  good  as  new. 
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This  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year.  In  dry  years 
there  is  lack  of  pres  store  in  the  higher  parts,  especially  Langton 
Hill,  This  is  a result  of  inadequate  design  of  the  system  caused 
by  Ministry  interference  with  the  engineers  design  in  the  alleged 
interest  of  economy.  If  it  is  ever  to  be  put  right  it  will  now 
be  vastly  more  expensive.
